Tlie Uses of ail Kiieiuy. 

Always keep an eiiem}' on h(in(l---a 
brisk, hearty acMve enemy, ceninselH 
K.'V. Dr. 1 )ei'ms. I!emark the uses of 
an enemy: 

1. The having one is proof that you 
are somebody. WLshy-washy, worthless, 
empty people never have enemie.s.

He 
will not exaggerate your virtues. It is 
very probable tliat he will slightly 
magnify your faults. Tho henelit of 
that is two-f(.)ld; it is to permit von lo 
know that you have faults, ami are, 
therefore, not a monster, and it iiiaken 
them of such size as to be visible and 
manageable. Of course, if you have a 
fault, you desire to know it; when you 
beooiiH; aware that you have a fault, 
you desire to cprnict it. 'N'our (inemy 
iloes for you this valuable work which 
vour friend cannot perform. 

3. In addition, your enemy keeps 
you wide awake. He does not let you 
sleep at your post. There are two that 
always keep watch-"namely the lover 



and tho hater. Your lover watches that' 
vou may sleep. Ho koup.s otV noises, ex- 
clutles light, adjusts surroundings, 
that; uothing may disturb you. Your 
hitter watches that you may not sleep. 
He stirs you up when you are najiping. 
He keeps your faculties on tho alert. 
Even when he does nothing ho will 
have put you in such a state of mind 
that you cannot tell what he will do 
nest, and his. mental qui vire must be 
worth BotuQtbing. 

4., He is a detective aiTiong your 
friends. You need to know who your 
fritend^ if&, and who are not, and who 
are your enoiuie.s. Tho last of these 
three will iliscriiiiinato the other two. 
When your enemy goes to one who is 
neither fplend''n61:'^nfeliiy, and as-sails, 
you, th'e^if(aiff^l?enfc.6'9e,,.v»n Imye^iptb- 
iuK to sav or ohime in, not b^qause be 
is your enemy, but because it ia so 
much easier to assent than to oppose, 
ami especially than to refute. But your 
frieiui will take u[) cudgels, for you on 
the instant. He will deny overytliiiig 
anil insi.st on proof, anti proving is 
very bard work. There is not a truth- 
ful man in the world that could aflbrd 
to undertake to prove one-tenth of all 
his assertions. Your friend will call 
eiieiiiy to proof; and if the indill'erenl 
person, through carele.ssness, repeats 
the assertions of your enemy, ho is soon 
made to feel the inconvenience thereof 
by the zeal your friend manife.st.s. Fol- 
low yourei'.emy around and you will 
lind your friends, for he will ilevelop 
them so that I hey cannot lie mislakeii. 

The ne.xt best thing to having a 
hundred real friends is to liavo one 
open enemy.

It is better to sell a cow from the 
herd to got money to buy feed than to 
have a largo iioril of half starved cows. 

xXiiother remedy for lice on cattle, 
wo tind alloat, is this: jNIi.x together 
one part of coal oil and four parts of 
hog's lard, and apply a light coat to the 
alVected [)laco once or twice a week. 

New milk weighs eight ounces per 
gallon, skimmed milk eight [lounds 
nine; ounces, cream eight pounds four 
ounces, buttermilk eight iiountls eight 
and a half ounces, and water eight 
pounds five ounces. Those who believe 
in testing milk by tho laetoineter, or 
any speciBc gravity tost, will observe 
that three gallons of skimmed milk and 
one gallon of water will have the same 
spectic gravity as a gallon of milk. 

Shrinkage of cream depends largely 
upon tho rapidity with which it is rais- 
ed. If warm njilk, say at ninqfy de- 
grees, is pi tinged into ice cold -water, 
the cream globules will rise in a few 
hours. One hundred inches of cream 
raised uiuler those circumstances will 
shrink 14 to 10 per cent, more than 
cream raistjd from milk cooled slowly 
and allowed to stand at u temperature 
of 60 degrees. If the first mentioned 
occur in summer the above mentioned 
shrinkage will occur. If ihii latter in 
winter none will occur. — Ohio Farm- 
i!r. 

'J'liere is a growing dis.satisfaction 
with the milk tfroin ■ ensilage^i^edfcowa 
among Boston contractbrs an'd Je'alers, 
says the New York Homestead. It is 
claimed that the milk' will not keep as 
that of cows fed on hay, and that it is 
of inferior qutility when didivered to 
tlu! consumer twenty-four hours after 
milking. A Fichburg railroad contruc 
tor refused lo take the jtroduct of a 
dairy-fed exclusively on ensilage and 
grain. The ensilage and ration had to 
be reduced to only one feed a day be- 
fore he would rei-eive the milk. The 
same contractor complained of several 
other ensilage dairies and thought he 
might ho obliged to take the sumo 
course with tbem.

There is a strong probiibility tliat Mr. 
Blaine will ko into the Republican Nutimi 
al Convention with more strength for tliu 
Piesidontial nomination tiiiin any of lii« 
ciiinjiotitora. Aa an eanioat iind eloiiuent 
exponent of Rt'|nibliciin principles, he iK 
one of the best men the party could se- 
lect. It cannot bo denied, however, that 
if he receives the nomimition his party 
will be COtllpelled to make a defensive 
cumpaign — so fnras lie is personally con 
cerned— and unless the Republican plat- 
form ia able to carry him throu),'h, the 
chuncos for his election are uncertain.

Ked popper-put into the warm food fur 
fowls will give them better appetite and 
health. 

Keep beets as cool as possible without 
freezing. If too warm they will grow, 
which will injure their quality. 

Ashes or anything containing potash 
may bo applied liberally to cherry trees, 
but too much stable manure is not bene- 
ficial. 

Tost your seed-corn by planting a few 
grains in a rich soil and put the box in a 
warm place to see what percentage will 
sprout. 

Feed all the sweet apples that are not 
marketable to the pigs and horses. They 
are healthful and especially relished by 
those animals. 

Watch your vines closely, and if you soo 
signs of the steel-blue beetles, so destruc- 
tive to grape buds in the early spring, ap- 
ply Paris green. 

It is said that half an ounce of either 
nitrate of soda nr gUiubor salts dissolved 
I ill a quart of water and sprinkled over 

cabbages will kill tho cabbage worm. 
I Bank up tho young trues with earth. 
It , serves tho double purpose of keeping 
the mice iuvay and steadying tho treea 
so that they will not sway back and 
forth. 

Besides aiding digestion salt is inimi- 
cal to worms, and where horsus, youny 
and old, can always have access to salt, 
they will not be troubled much with 
worms. 

The bottom of every well and cistern 
should bo examined at least twice a year, 
especially if not closely covered. Slicks, 
tilth, worms, toads, etc., often fall in and 
injure the water. 

If butter is your object, keep the .ler 
sey; for boof, tho Shorthorn or Hereford; 
for choose, the Ayrshire or Holstein. The 
Dovona make tie best and must tractable 
working oxen. 

SSquasheu, to keep woU, should not only 
be kept in a dry atmosphoro, but tlioy 
atiould be spread out on the llnor nr on 
shelves, so that the air can readily pass 
between them . 

Two-year-old treea of the apple, plum, 
pear and cherry are the best fur plantini;. 
Poach trees should bo one year old. 
Stocky, low-branched s|iocimens will give 
the beat f atisf.iction. 

Do not allow a single bono to lie wast- 
ing about your farm or yard. Bury them 
at tlio roots of grape vines or fruit trees. 
Dead dogs, cats or chickens should be 
utilized in the s.imo way. 

.V apriiig rolling on a field of winter 
gram will often, by lining the soil about 
its roots, save the crop; and it is equally 
benelicial in a similar way on grass lands. 
Ou light soils (he loosening efifects of 
frequent freezing and thawing are more 
or less avoided by autumn ruiling. Orass 
land cannot be too heavily rolled. On 
light land.-, under tillage the ii.ne of the 
roller is indiapeiisible for closing the pores 
and preventing the evaporation of moia- 
ture. Ktdling is injuriona on wet clays 
except in very dry weather, when they 
are lumped after plowing. Boiling a still' 
aoil when wet renders it moat ditlicult of 
cultivation, by pressing the particles still 
more closely togetiier ami [ireventing the 
admisaion of air. 

-■Vll vegetables that are grown for their 
leaves orstema require an abundance of 
nitrogenous manures, and it is useless to 
attempt vegetable gardening without it. 
To this class behuig cabbage, lettuce, 
spimich, etc. The other claas, which i.a 
grown principally for its seeds or pods, as 
beans, pea.s, etc., does not re(|uire much 
manure of this char.icter; in fact, the 
plants are injured by it. It causes too 
great a growth of stem and loaf, and the 
earliiiesa — a groat aim in vegc;table grow 
iiig— in injuriously allected. .Mineral 
manurea, .-is wood a.ahcs, bone dust, etc., 
are much bettor for them. For vegetabU?a 
recpiiring rich stable manure it is best that 
they have it well rotted and decayed. 
Nothing has yet been found .ho well fitted 
for the purpose as old hotbed dung' 
though to the smell no trace of ammuiiia 
remains in it. 

There is a popular belief in some parts 
of the country that the sunflower is very 
useful in the poultry yard; and this is not 
without foundation. The following re 
marks, supplied liy ;'. corre,S|MiiKleiit, will 
give some idea as to the manner of its cul- 
tivation: About one and a (|uarler bu.sh- 
els of the white streaky variety are re- 
quired for sowing one acre. The aoil 
should be good — not too strong or too 
cold — well worked and well manured. It 
will grow very well in a soil suitable fm- 
potatoes. Tho crop will be greatly ini- 
proveil by the addition of some kind of 
potash, kaiiiit, etc.,. at the rate of about 
throe hundred weii^hls per acre, to be 
drilled in at the time of .sowing, about 
.\pril or May. The seed ia ilild)led in, in 
rows thirty inches a[)art, the licdes being 
eighteen inches deep. Four aeeda are put 
in, and the superfluous plants lue hoed 
out as ao(Ui lus possible, to prevent tluiir 
spoiling cuie iuiother. The average yield 
is forty bushels per aero. Suntlower seed 
is supposed to impart to poultry a glos.sy 
plumage, and to increase their prolihc- 
iiess. It is also an excellent food for cat- 
tle, who eat it, leavus, stems and all.

Flowin — From instructiona I re- 
ceived on Saturday night I wont to tho 
Adelphi, corner Government and Vates 
streets, in company with Uilicer Shcppanl 
and Mr. Rudge; in the inner room in the 
rear of the saloon the prisoner was sitting 
dealing "studhorse poker" and the others 
who were arrested at the same time were 
sitting round the table playing; we ar- 
rested them and took charge of the table 
and checks and cards and money discover- 
ed on the tablu now produced in court; 
tho defendants were locked up; the game 
is played with checka, onu tnan dsala and 
charges so much fur ea'ch deal, but has no 
interest in tho stakes; the players bet 
against ouo another; thoy have equal 
chances; tho dealer sells tho chocks at ho 
much apieoa; the dealer does not play 
himself; they wore dealing when I went 
in and the game stopped; I saw no betting; 
tho room was the second inside room, 
the proprietor was at the bar. 

Mr. Henry Riidgo, sworn — Remember 
Saturday night la8l| bolweon 12 and 1; 
Sergt. Flewiii, .Sheppard ami myself visit- 
ed tho Adolphi saloon; at tho south end 
were two rooms of the main saloon where 
ft number of mon were playing "studhorse 
poker;" I saw on tho table checks, cards 
and money and those present were play 
ing; Sergt. Flowin proceeded to arrest the 
men who were at tho table; thoy we.-e 
taken to gaol; tho table produced is like 
theone I saw- I uniefntand the playora 
buy checks from the banker or dealer and 
then the players bet on tho game and 
raise on one another as tho case may be; 
tho dealer takes no hand but a porcoatage 
and if a man will play long enough the 
dealer will have all the money; tho jjor- 
ceqtago varies; the money tho dealer 
would make would be aoeopding to the 
time they played; he tokes his iiionoy 
from tho winner; some buy §1 worth of 
checks, some less, at once. 

To Supt. Bloomfield — If everything is 
honest in the game tho players have an 
equal clyinco to win or lose; if the dealer 
h.\d friends aa confederates and thoy want- 
ed to get the money from aoino poison 
he could favor thom by dealing out the 
best cards. 

To Jlr. Davio — I have soon thia done; 1 
saw a dealer to this with fixed cards; did 
not inform tho parties; thia was about 10 
years ago; tho game was all fours; I have 
been in Victoria L'2 month; siiico last 
November; I saw the game referred to in 
Halifax; I have played bluff and all fours. 

(Mr. Davio hero requested that a pack 
of cards be produced and that witness deal 
u hand, which ho did.) 

Wttneas — I do not know if they deal 
the cards indiscriminately or not; the first 
row is dealt face down; one player puts up 
his money; one of the parties having de- 
puaitod a stake another row of cards ia 
dealt face upwards; then he who liaa tho 
highest card of tho \afi\ dea) hots and the 
othpra oij-her ape l^iifl or fall out as the 
puflo may be; the highest player puts 
dqwn a stake; thoy play this game in the 
sapio rotation; f^vo cards aye dealt, tho 
first one face down: if I buy checks from 
a doalef I cull it a banlt: do not know 
that any money is paid out; the place I 
p^U a h&n\i is the drawer where the per- 



centage is kept; I visited the houEe as a 
spcaial constable, having been previously 
sworn. 

George Sieiney, sworn — On Saturday 
night last waa in the Adelphi -saloon be- 
tween 12 and 1; there waa gambling go- 
ing on; 1 saw checka and cards: NYilliam 
Canieroii was banker; the table produced 
is the same; I wns playiiit; studhorse poker 
myself on Friday night and Saturday 
night, but not in Uameron'a game. (Wit- 
ness thought the game waa much the 
same aa i\Ir. Rudge described it.) I was 
playing for two hours and did not win 
anything; 1 lost; I do not understand it 
enough to describe tho game accurately; 
I came from London in a sailing ship aa 
an articled seaman and was paid iiS be- 
cauie the crew ran away; I bst $4 in two 
koui-j at the game; I saw others win and 
lose. 

To his honor — It is a game in which 
you must bet a little. 

Supt. Bloomfield said another witness, 
Jlr. Sherborne, was absent. 

Oflicer Sheppard corroborated tho ovid- 
oiico of Sergt . Flowin. A check was a 
small piece of bono or wood. 

Mr. Davie said it was understood that 
one case ahuuld decide tho whole. 

Hia honor thought ho could hardly con- 
sent to that. 

Mr. Davie requoatud to know tho acta 
under which tho prosecution was brought) 

Sergt. Bloomfield said chapter 41, 38 
Victoria and chapter 33 of the Amending 
Act. 

Mr. Davio said it was necessary that 
his client should know under what act 
this case was briught so that ho might 
meet the oliurgo. Flo contended that a 
game of cards or dominoes was not for- 
bidden by any of the statutes. There was 
a distinction between games - and gaming. 
This, moreover, was not u proceeding 
against the keeper of a house. Thoy wore 
proceeding against persons merely play- 
in an ale hou.se. Playing certain games 
specified in certain acts was unlawful; it 
waa unlawful to play others in excess so 
as to lose a greater amount than £10. He 
proceeded to quote a number of acts rela- 
tive to gaming, showing that they could 
not apply in the present case.

Books AlM>ut British Columbia. 



A great many eyes.from nil parts of the 
world are turning toward British Colum- 
bia. The interest felt in this province is 
manifested by tho number of books and 
articles in important periodicals describing 
British Columbia which are appearing. 
Harper's Monthly for April and M.-iy con- 
tained two very interesting papers dealing 
largely with this country, Beside those 
wo have intimations of some important 
works which uro to appear during tho 
coming suminer both in England and 
America. The first is a volume of travels 
entitled "Life and Labor in the Far West" 
by W. H. Barnaby, Esq , who travelled 
on the Pacific coast last summer and was 
especially delighted with Viotoriji. It 
win contain a chapter written by Mr. 
Baillio-Grohinaii describing tho Kootonay 
district minutely. Then an illustrated 
work by A. Stuveloy Hill, Q. C. and M. 
P., who will treat of the Rocky Mountain 
region and also speak of the Kootenay 
country and tho eastern portion of the 
province. Then a profusely illustrated 
paper in the "Century" dealing with the 
clniae of the Kooky Mountain goat, in the 
course of which tho w-ondorful scenic beau- 
ties of the .Selkirk range in tho Kootenay 
district will bo described in detail by Mr. 
\V. A. Baillie-Crroliniaii — who also will pub- 
lish in the "Fortnightly Review" a long 
article on the resources of British Colum- 
bia and the groat attractions that travel 
over tho C. P. R. will have to persons de- 
sirous of seeing what is unquestionably 
tho finest mountain scenery in North Am- 
erica. Besides these tho saiuo author has 
contributed several intoroating papers to 
the "Field" and the London dailies draw-

After conaiderablo further enquiry tho 
fact came out at last that 

.ME8SK.S. i;a.ssii,h, sri.Mso.N >t ( -J., 
Leather merchants, a firm of long standing 
and excellent roimtation, had boon unable 
to meet a large amount of notes maturing 
in tho Bank of Coininorco iind the Mer- 
chants' Bank to day. 

The next move was to call upon tho 
firm, which is composed of three gentle- 
men who stand high in social as well as 
business circles. On(i of tho leading mem- 
bers of tho firm stated frankly that tho 
firm had suspended payment as tho moat 
desirable course that could bo adopted in 
tho true interest of tho creditors at largo. 
He remarked that they might have made 
a struggle to ha?e gone on some time long- 
er, but it would have iinporilled the inter- 
est of some of tho creditors whilst others 
might have bonofitted.

.Amongst the trade there ia the greatest 
ayiopathy expressed for the linn, although 
few were taken by surjirise when the col- 
laiise was inontioned liy your correspond- 
eiit, as it was well known tho house had 
met with severe reverses. It is not expects 
od that tho infiuenoe of this sUHpensiou will 
be felt by any other firm here iu tho trade, 
however it may all'eot some of ita customers 
through the Dominion.

It soon became known, 
however, that the powder ma^zlnes at 
San Antonio on the opposite side of the 
bay had exploded.

In Havana the bal- 
conies, windows and shutters fell to the 
ground in almost every street.

thing in regard to butter, but sho 
must get Jsorac way in advance of 
our dairy butter before she will be in a 
jiosition toboasl.
